eee CHINA. 

Reports from Canton within the last few 
days Indicate that Hongkong is once 
again face to, face with an evil which 
is almost chronic inthe north of China, 
and especially about the Yangtsze river 
ports—the circulation of Inflammatory 
anti-foreign léaflets and the invention of 
abominable stories to poison the minds 
of the credulous coolle classes agalnat 
Europeans.
